The same 1909 Jouvin- 
Desrosiers Buick to appear 
in the movie, “The Great 
Race,” will carry Chamber 
of Commerce President David 
May at the beginning of Sat¬ 
urday’s Fourth of July Par¬ 
ade. 

Driven by the owner, Pro¬ 
fessor Francois Therou, a 
Sierra Madrean since 1968, 
the brass fixtures will be a 
distinguishing pilot for the 
hour-and-a-half parade spon¬ 
sored by the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Purchased new for $3000 
by Father Philippe Jouvin of 
Quebec, Canada, while he 
preached in Skowhegan, Me., 
the Model 16 Tourabout 
didn’t get out of the garage 
becaus>the owner died of a 
brain hemorrhage 15 days 
after the purchase. 

The priest’s grieving sister, 
Omeril Jouvin, promptly had 
a special structure built for 
the Buick and she kept it 
like a memento to his death, 
"kept as a sacred relic to the 
priest’s memory,” Therou 
said Monday. 

Therou continued, “The 
car slept through WWI, 
WWII and became a curio.” 


When Omeril Jouvin died 
December 24, 1940, the car 
and all the other family pos¬ 
sessions were passed to a sis¬ 
ter-in-law, the only heiress, 
Mrs. Alfred Desrosiers. 

She sold it six years later 
to a friend in the Quebec 
Provincial Police for $1000. 

It changed hands quickly 
after that, first in Novem¬ 
ber, 1953 to an antique deal¬ 
er and three weeks later to 
Sen. Raymond Blake of New¬ 
port, Vt. Then Clarence Hug¬ 
gins purchased it in 1958 
keeping it until August 6, 
1970. 

And that’s when it was 
purchased by the Sierra Ma¬ 
drean and has remained here 
ever since. Therou says he 
went on an 8000-mile odyssey 
tracing the car’s history and 
wound up in Quebec. 

He is a car collector of 
antiques and sports cars and 
is awaiting the 75th anniver¬ 
sary of the 1908 auto race 
brought to life in the movie, 
“The Great Race,” when he 
hopes to try his hand at the 
New York to Paris race.

Renovated Red Car 
Returns To Town 


by Cathl McLain 

The Big Red Car will re¬ 
turn to town this weekend 
for the second time since its 
final run in October of 1950. 

Today it runs on tires in¬ 
stead of tracks, and a ride 
on the Red Car is a major 
undertaking. 

In its trip here, the car 
will follow the approximate 
route of the original Red Car. 
In so doing, it will cross 
through Los Angeles City 
and County, Alhambra, Pasa¬ 
dena and South Pasadena. 
Each requires a permit and 
fee—even Alhambra, in which 
they will travel for only two 
blocks. State law prohibits 
travel before 7 p.m. 

The car we will see this 
weekend is an original wooden 
interurban trolley car, built 
in about 1912. It was the 
largest type of wooden trol¬ 
ley used by the Pacific Elec¬ 
tric Railway in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Owner Richard J. Fellows" 
found it in very bad condi¬ 
tion, being used as a tool 
shed for a water heater com¬ 
pany in Compton. Fellows, 
who is a marine contractor 
on Terminal Island, took six 
years to restore the car as 
close to the original as pos¬ 
sible. 

It has the same varnished 
mahogany interior and actual 
P.E. seats, rescued from a 
later model P.E. car. The ex¬ 
terior paint is the same color, 
type and brand as the ori¬ 
ginal Red Cars, with the same 
fading problem. 


Fellows replaced the ori¬ 
ginal railroad wheels with 
modern rubber tires and steer¬ 
able axels designed for large 
trucks. There is an on-board 
generator to run the electri¬ 
cal system, and a standard 
motor to run the car itself. 

The attention to detail and 
authenticity has earned the 
restored Red Car roles in sev¬ 
eral period films, including 
“W. C. Fields and Me” and 
“Bound for Glory.” 

Fellows and a small cara¬ 
van of friends with extra 
gasoline and tools will leave 
the warehouse with Big Red 
at about 8 p.m. tonight 
(Thursday). The trip will take 
about 2/i hours. 

You can start watching for 
it as it travels north and east 
on Huntington Dr., north on 
Fairoaks, east on Colorado 
and north and east on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. to Kersting 
Court. It should arrive at 
about 10:30 p.m. 

For a few days, old-timers 
can reminisce about the “good 
old days,” when fares were 
a dime (we’ll pay $1 for a 
ride from Kersting Court to 
Sunnyside and back, 50 cents 
for children under 12). In 
those days an automobile 
was not a necessity to get 
around in Southern Califor¬ 
nia. 

Those too young to re¬ 
member the days of the trol¬ 
ley can capture a glimpse of 
a simpler—and less-smoggy— 
time. 

The Red Car’s return is 
being sponsored by the Sierra 
Madre Historical Society.

And when the call came 
into the Search and Rescue 
headquarters about a dog 
that had pushed his master off 
a cliff, it seemed an in¬ 
credible report. But it was 
true. 

Mike Renaud, 25, of Long 
Beach was walking his two 
large dogs, Sherlock and Wat¬ 
son,along the canyons investi¬ 
gating a check dam, one of 
the debris basins installed 
about every 200 yards in the 
canyon. 

The dogs apparently didn’t 
realize their master had stop¬ 
ped, they bumped into him 
and pushed him over the side. 

Renaud fell 40 feet straight 
down to the dry Santa Anita 
stream bed. 

Sheriff’s paramedics deter¬ 
mined in their initial evalua¬ 
tion that he had a compound 
fracture of the right ankle 
and a broken left leg. 

Eleven Search and Rescue 
members walked down¬ 
stream, placed the injured 
man on a litter, walked him 
out to the heliport from where 
he was flown to Arcadia 
Hospital. 

The rambunctious dogs? 
Well, they were walked —very 
carefully—out of the canyon 
by a friend of their master’s. 

Two other out-of-towners 
were injured at the same spot, 
falling off the dam, last Thurs¬ 
day.

A hundred yards below the 
accident site they went about 
their mountaineering tasks of [ 
making a snow shelter, heat¬ 
ing lots of snow water. After 
all, they had 18 rescuers to 
take care of, also. 

And it was then that the 
news came from the ranger 
that 11 out of the 29-per¬ 
son climbing party had been 
buried in the icefall of ice 
blocks about the size of cars. 

And the area where they 
were hit—Ingraham Flats— 
is one where climbing parties 
have stopped and rested for 
years. It’s large, the size of 
several football fields. 

Ingraham Glaciers forms at 
the very rim of the crater 
atop Mount Rainier. The ac¬ 
cident occurred at the foot of 
an icefall, which to the human 
eye, appears stationary. 

Actually, it is moving 
very slowly every moment. 

Hartley explained that the 
movement of the ice on the 
earth creates a ball bearing 
efect. The ice gets to the edge 
and simply breaks off. This 
is what happened at Ingra¬ 
ham.

2. The Planning Commis¬ 
sion, before approving a con¬ 
ditional use permit for a 
“move-on, shall make the 
following finding: “Moving 
this building onto the sub¬ 
ject property will have no de¬ 
trimental effect on the living 
environment or property 
values of the area.” 

3. Basis of findings: 

In approving an applica¬ 
tion for a conditional use 
permit to move a build¬ 
ing into an area, the Plan¬ 
ning Commission shall ob¬ 
serve the following cri¬ 
teria: 

a. That the building is in 
conformity with the 
type and quality of 
buildings existing in the 
area into which it is 
proposed to be moved. 

b. That said building is 
not more than two 
stories in height. 

c. That its location on the 
lot does not in any way 

adversely affect build¬ 
ings or uses on abut¬ 
ting properties. 

d. That the percentage of 
lot coverage by all 
buildings and struc¬ 
tures be not greater 
than that permitted by 
the City for the zone 
into which the house 
is proposed to be 
moved. 

e. That all yard and set¬ 
back provisions be 
observed. 

f. Prior to occupancy the 
building shall be 
brought to standards 
of a new building, and 
shall be painted and 
refurbished. 

g. That all dedications 
and improvements re¬ 
quired for streets and 
alleys necessary for 
access to the property 
upon which the house 
is to be located be 
provided in confor¬ 
mity with the stan¬ 
dards of the City. 

4. All approved “move- 
ons” shall be allowed not 
more than 180 days to be 
readied for occupancy. 

5. Appeal The decision of 
the Planning Commission 
may be appealed to the 
City Council whose deci¬ 
sion thereon shall be final. 

SECTION 7. Section 9810 
(c) is hereby added to the 
Sierra Madre Municipal Code 
as follows: 

Section 9810 (c) Condi¬ 
tional uses—residential zones 
(1) “Move-on” (see 
Section 2510) 

SECTION 8. This Ordi¬ 
nance shall remain in effect 
for a period of 120 days. 

SECTION 9. This Ordi¬ 
nance shall become effective 
immediately pursuant to the

Paul Carter 

Paul Nathaniel Carter, the 
eldest grandson of the city’s 
founder, Nathaniel Coburn 
Carter, died June 26 at Clare¬ 
mont Manor Medical Unit 
after a four-year illness. 

Funeral services were held 
Tuesday at 3 p.m. at Ripple 
Mortuary Chapel, and Sierra 
Madre Masonic Lodge was in 
charge of the services. 

Mr. Carter, 82, the first of 
five grandsons and four 
granddaughters, was born 
September 2, 1898 and grew 
up in Sierra Madre, attend¬ 
ing the local grammar school 
and Pasadena schools. 

During his senior year at 
PHS he enlisted in the U.S. 
Army and served with the 
1st Aitillery Division in 
France during WWI. After 
the war’s end, he was with 
the army of occupation in 
Germany for awhile. 

Later he attended UC¬ 
LA, then went to work as a 
foreign trade agent with Mat- 
son Lines, spending 35 years 
with them. 

During WWII he enlisted 
in the Navy and introduced 


container loading, a spinoff 
from his wide freight exper¬ 
ience. He retired from the 
Naval Reserve with the rank 
of captain. 

In the 1950s Matson sent 
him to Chicago for five years 
to be in charge of foreign 
trade of the central and south 
central areas of the U.S. 

Mr. Carter was a devoted 
Sierra Madrean. During the 
big fire in the 60s he taught a 
group of the town’s young¬ 
sters skills used for fighting 
fires on the watershed.

The deceased was on the 
Board of Directors of the 
Cemetery Association and 
engineered efforts to obtain 
the tax-free status for the as¬ 
sociation. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the Sierra Madre His¬ 
torical Society.

How does a cleaning estab¬ 
lishment started September 
6, 1919 by Peter and Jennie 
Messe in Lake Geneva, Wis. 
relate to the present modern 
plant operated by Joe Del- 
gatto in Sierra Madre, Calif.? 

The Messes were Joe’s ma¬ 
ternal grandparents and 
actually started the tradition. 
And it’s probably the old- 
fashioned Italian family unity 
that kept the Delgatto family 
in the business as a spin¬ 
off from the first cleaning 
plant opening that fall in 
1919. 

It was a natural for the 
Messes. He was ; ‘ailor and 
she was a seamstre They’d 
lived m Chicago a .1 were 
looking for a site to open a 
cleaning business, a rare busi¬ 
ness in those days. They found 
Lake Geneva and set up shop 
there when Mary Delgatto, 
Joe’s mother, was a little girl. 
And she worked in the busi¬ 
ness, too, while she went to 
high school and college. 

When Mary met Joe Del¬ 
gatto Sr. he was working on the 
railroad but her father wanted 
him to join the Messe family 
in the cleaning business. He 
agreed to start in 1935 and 
kept it thriving while the 
new Delgatto family—Peter, 
Joe Jr. and John—were raised. 

When the Messes decided 
to retire in 1945, the Delat- 
tos bought them out and 
took over the business. But 
the winters were rough and 
after the Messes discovered 
California, it didn’t take long 
for the family to follow. In 
1954, the Delgattos moved 
to Southern California and 
in 1956 the present building 
was built by Carlyle Griffin, 
builder and contractor. An 
old house was torn down to 
make room for the new build¬ 
ing at Sierra Madre Blvd. 
and Lima. 

There was a little criticism 
about their building on that 
corner because the year before 
had brought four to five feet 
of mud rolling over the cor-

The eldest Delgatto son, i 
Peter, went into the business < 
directly out of college, but i 
Joe Jr. wasn’t ready.

He joined j 
his father and brother in c 
1960, then when an opportu- i 
nity to buy a plant in San c 
Marino came up, Peter moved 1 
over there. t 

And 16 years later Joe Sr. 
retired to spend more time in t 
his volunteer activities. That’s 1 
when Joe Jr. bought out the f 
business from his father and 
he ands his wife, Vera, have 
been running it since, with 
the help of their oldest son, c 
Tony, who was assisted them i 
since 1977. i 

He’s now at Cal State/LA 
and their son, Mike, is at 
Cal Poly, Pomona, majoring 
in Agriculture. And Maryann, 1 
16, attends Temple City High c 
School. 

Why did Joe decide to join f 
the family business? 

His business decision was £ 
based on the family image. £ 
Being a sentimentalist, he s 
explains, the closely-knit Ital- < 
ian family works together. 1 
Furthermore, he laughs, 
‘‘My wife says 1 have cleaning 
solvent in my veins. ” ! 

He adds, “It gives me a * 
charge to help somebody out. i 
My grandfather and father 1 
both took great pride in being : 
able to make a spot disappear 1 
on the spotting board. Dry I 
cleaning is a way of life. I 
You do more than just put i 
bread and butter on the table. < 
It’s not just a job.” 

Times have changed though 
since Joe Jr. became involved 
in the business. Now that eco¬ 
nomics have made it neces¬ 
sary for both the husband and 
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wife to work, it’s imperative 
they send more cleaning and 
washing out to be done. 

The business puts out about 
2500 pounds of clothes week¬ 
ly, and strangely enough, 
the busiest day of the year- 
day after New Years—brings 
in about 1500 pounds in one 
day. 

Technology has changed. 
Today it’s impoortant to be 
a businessman first and a dry 
cleaner second. Twenty years 
ago, Delgatto says, it was the 
other way around. Costs are 
up, wages are up. In earlier 
days they threw away metal 
hangers. Now they take them 
back and reuse them. 

The Delgattos have always 
tried to keep abreast of the 
latest equipment to increase 
productivity but also to do 
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Joe Jr. gets Managers’ Award from Joe Sr. 


the cleaning job better. In 
1967 the plant received the 
award for being one of the 
most outstanding plants in 
America. 

Joe Sr. graduated from the 
National Institute of Dry 
Cleaning in Maryland, the 
only school of its kind in the 
world.

areas their telephone service 
is “excellent.” 

He added, “We do have 
hot spots where growth is ex¬ 
traordinary and has taxed 
our lines. We’re spending $2 
million a day (to alleviate the 
problem).” 

When asked how he feels 
about a whole town rising up 
against the company he an¬ 
swered, “Disappointed. Espe¬ 
cially since we’re working so 
hard.” 

The Evening Outlook has 
sided with GTE, saying, “The 
GTE hike, sought through¬ 
out California in areas served 
by GTE, must undergo lengthy 
scrutiny by the state Public 
Utility Commission, which 
has been anything but a rub¬ 
ber stamp for recent utility 
rate increase requests ... No 
one likes price increases, but 
if the City of Santa Monica’s 
attitude regarding the GTE 
application were to prevail 
we feel certain Santa Moni- 
cans would not enjoy im¬ 
proved phone service at less 


cost, but instead would ex¬ 
perience steadily deteriorating 
phone service that would re¬ 
sult in even more complain¬ 
ing than today.” 

Rick Cziment, editor of 
the Independent Journal, said 
in a phone interview, “(GTE) 
Service is terrible ... A lot 
of the trouble is caused by 
economic growth.” 

Sarah Shirley, the city’s 
consumer representative, said 
the people were enthusiastic 
that a questionnaire was avail¬ 
able to them. She stated that 
the City of Los Angeles is 
also an interested party in the 
case and will have an expert 
on the witness stand when 
Santa Monica presents its 
case in August . . . “What 
we’d like to see is for other 
communities to become or¬ 
ganized. We hope to send out
